From Point 700 Miles From Pole Ex-

New York, Sept, 1—Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook,-the Brooklyn explorer, suc- 
cessfully reached the north pole and 
returned safely across the ice to Lar- 
vik. Despatches received today signed 
by Cook trom Larvik state he reached 
the north pole April 21, 1908. For 
months it has been believed that Cook 
had perished, The following ca ram 
was received by Mrs, Frederick A. 


Cook, Brooklyn, today: ‘‘Succeseful 
and well, Address to Copenhagen, 
(Signed.) Fred.”’ . 


That Cook escaped with hie life after 
his two years’ tlight is cOnsidered little 
shorty of marvellous, Even while the 
Peary expedition was hunting for him 
in the ice and mountains of frozen 
snow beyond the end of land he is be- 
lieved to have ‘been at the pole makin, 
hurried observations, The dast wor¢ 
received irom the explorer was in 
Muy last year. It was a letter to his 
son, Frank, €elling him to return to 
New York, He was then in Western 
Elismereland, about 60 miles south- 
west of Oape Columbia, the northern- 
most portion of the Arctic mainland. 
It was Dr. Cook’s plan to make his 
base of Aupplies or a permanent camp 
at Annotook, about 1,000 miles -drom 
the north pole, He left there in De- 
cember, 1907, then made his way west- 
ward out of the Bache penineula and 
across to Ellsmereland. 

Not Disbelieved at Ottawe. 

Ottawa, Sept. 1—There is no diaposi- 
tion in official circles to.daubt the ac- 
curacy of the report, Canada had no 
official connection with the expedition 
but in an indirect way did something 
Cape Sabine, Ellesmere land and 
cess.

Heretofore every explorer has push- 
ed as far -merth «as he. could during big 
first suumner aml then has establish 
winter quarters. A ble purpose 
wis always in-view, to recuperate d 
ing the colder months for the 
dash that was to come and \o wait 
until ‘the anovement of the ice had 
opened ap to give the explorer a 
chance to travel by boats. Dr, Cook 
has revolutionized all this and staked 
his Jife on the result. He is no in- 
experienced adventurer, but a cool, 
praftical ice navigator who has gone 
through many campaigns. He was sur- 
geon to the fifst Peary expedition in 
1891-2, commander of the expedition on 
the Zeta, a yacht in 1893,organizer and 
commander of an expedition on the 
M .anda, steamship in 1894 purg.-on 
and photographer ofthe Belgian Ant- 
«retic expedition of 1897-99 and sur- 
freon to the Peary auxiliury exper!i 
tion on a steamship in 1901. It was 
Dr, Cook’s plan to make his base of 
supplies or permanent camp at An- 
notook in Greenland, about 20 miles 
north of Etah, and about one tlous- 
and miles from the north pole. He 
left there in December, 1907, and 
then made his way northward of 
Bache peninsula and across the Elils- 
mere land. It is believed he-Teach- 
ed this in February 1908, as the first 
news received from him was datet 
March 17, 1908.

The observations gave our 
position latitude 86 degrees 36 mins, 
The urgent need of rapid advance- 
on our main mission did not permit 
a detour to explore the coast.

The surface of 
the pack offered less and less trouble.

In spites of what seemed like long 
marches, we had advanced but a 
little more than 100 miles in nine 
days. Much of our hard work was 
lost in circuitous twists around 
through troublesome lines and high 
irregular fields of very old ice. The 
drift, too, was driving eastward with 
sufficient force to give some anxiety, 
though we were still equal to about 
fifteen miles daily. The extended 
marches and the loag hours of travei 
with which fortune had favored us 
earlier Were no longer possible. 

We were now about 200 miles ~om 
the pole and the sled loads were re- 
duced. One dog after another had 
gone into the stomachs of his lun- 
gry survivors until the teams were 
considerably reduced, but theer seem 
ed to remain a sufficient balance o!

News of the nerole and self-sacri- 
ficing work of a physician in far 
Northern Canada at Fort Resolutioa 
on the southern shores‘of Great Slave 
Lake, has just been prought to the 
city by R. E. Stagg, who for the past 
five years has been in charge of His- 
lop & Naegle’s fur post at Fort Re- 
solution. Mr. Stagg was at one time 
in the employ of Ross Bros in Ed- 
monton, but in 1994 left for the north 
where he has since lived and engaged 
in the fur trade. 

The physician, who has sacrificed 
the luguries of civilization for the 
benefit" of the Indians of Northwest 
Canada, is Dr. Rymer, of England, 
who spent some time in Edmonton 
and left for the north early in the 
spring of 1908. After an adventur- 
ous trip in which he nearly lost his 
life in the Caseade rapids on the 
Athabasea river by the capsizing of 
the scow in which he was going down 
the river, he reached Fort Resolution 
early in June of last year.

OLD HUNSON'S BAY FACTOR 


Death of Roderick Ross, Aged 76, at 
Selkirk, Man. 


Selkirk, Man., Sept. 1.—The death 
oceurred here this morning of Rod- 
erick Rosas, one of the oldest resi- 
dents of Selkirk.

Among 
the posts, over which he had charge 
were Fort Chipeweyan, Isle La Crosse 
and Norway House. On retiring from 
the company's service he lived for a 
time in Vancouver, later returning 
to Manitoba and settled in Selkirk.

Priis, Sept. 1--It was while in Paris 
just beiore going to London, that the 
delegates to the British parliament 
from the Ottoman chamber of deputies 
were interviewed. 

The deputation, although it repre- 

_ sents almost exclusively the Party of 

Union and Progress, contains then 
who have widely divergent views on 
certain questions, Thus, of the first 
two interviewed, Arif Fazil Bey said 
that Abdul Hamid is still a menace to 
Young Turkey, whereas the deputy 
for Damascus, Rukhdi Bey, believes 
that the ex-sultan no longer presents 
the least danger to the commanity. 

“T was one of those who‘demanded 
the execution of Abdul Hamid at the 
Congrers of San Stefano,” said Arif 
Fazil, “and” I have not altered my 
views since then. Such curining, al- 
lied with such want of scruple as one 
finds in the ex-sultan, will always 
have to be reckoned with, the more 
80 as there are many resolute follow- 
ers of Abdul Hamid who are spurred 
on by she thought of the immense 
profit they would reap if they restored 
the old regime.” ‘ 

But the other side of the case was 
explained by Rukhdi Bey. We de not 
demand Abdul Hamid’s head,” he 
said, “all we ask for is that Turkey 
shall forget. We have now a sultan 
who has an educate mind and a lib- 
eral disposition ,and who will interpret 
the new constitution according to the 
aspirations of the party.. He is very 
popular, and we can afford to shut 
his predecessor from our minds, Abdul 
Hamid will continue his life in banish- 
ment; he is carefully watched, and he 
is unlikely to attempt to escape, not to 
speak of upsetting the existing gov- 
ernment, since he ‘believes that any 
such act would mean death to him. 
The chief danger lies in his partisans 
working without his approval or con- 
nivance, but we are prepared to mdet 
them.” 

As for the general policy of the new 
Turkey, there is no such difference of 
opinion. On one question as on an- 
other there ‘is thorough optimism, 
which scems all the more firmly es- 
tablisied as on each point there is 
perfect willingness to discuss. every 
pro or con and every possibility, The 
only jarring note concerns the atti- 
tude of western Europe. The Young 
Turks ask why it is that so many in 
Fiance and England have come to 
lose faith in their policy, either in its 
prainciples or in the practice of it. 

“The new regime is now firmly es- 
tablished,” said Rukhdi Bey, “but it 


is not given to us any more than it 
might be to any other group of politie- 
ians or social reformers to change a 


country—which in reality was a, coun- 
try of slavery—into a country in 
_ which every iprinciple of the doctrine 
of liberty is observed without taking 
time and making mistakes on the 
way. We may not have many speci- 
fic acts to speak of, apart from the 
overthrow of the old regime; but it is 
little that we have made the country 
so that none who knew it before can 
recognize it today Asia nor may 
not accept our ideals as readily as 
Turkey in Europe, but we have a 
complete organization reaching as far 
as Bagdad and the Yemen. We are 
now quite able to impose our will; we 
do not wish to have any more massa- 
ctes, and the Armenians, knoy. 
and, recognizing what liberty 
have received from us, are 
agreement with the party. 
Ms for the Cretan. question, several 
deputies have been curious to diseov- 
er the true feelings of western Eur- 
Ope in this matter. They desire the 
Support of France ard Great Britain 
to make sure that Crete shall not be 
lost to them through either the neglig- 
ence or the misunderstanding of the 
powers. ‘We are quite content to al- 
atW the existing system 6f government 
to be prolonged,” said Rukhdj Bey, 
but we cannot consent to be deprived 
of one of our possessions, We con- 
Sent to a prolongation of the privil- 
eges which the Cretanns receive from 
Turkey (privileges in conscripjion) but 
we maintain that the island is still 
part of the Ottoman empire. We can- 
not begin b og history or new Turkey 
with the,cémplete dismemberment of 
the empire; we consented, to the 
abandonment of our rights over Bos- 
nia-Herzegovnia, already a great sac- 
riftce, but we cannot make another.” 
Talaat Bey on this point, said: “We 
have every wish to avoid a war with 
Greece, whose relations ith us are, 
by the by, quite correct, but we should 
lewer ourselves ig our self-esteem and 
We shodld lose popular support if we 
abandoned any of our rights of soy-

SIR SAMUEL STRONG DEAD. 


Ex-Chief Justice of Canada Passes 


Away at Ottawa, Aged 84. 

Ottawa, Ont., August 31.—Right 
Hon. Sir Samuel Henry Strong, ex- 
chief justice of the Supreme Court of 
Canaday died tonight atter a linger- 
ing illness at his residence at Ottawa. 
He was eighty-four years of age and 
retired on” superannuation from the} 
chief justiceship in Novensber, 1902. 
He was a native of Dorsetshire, Eng- 
land, coming to Quebec in 1836 with 
his father, who was chaplain to the 
British forces at the citadel, He 
studied law in Byetown, now Ottawa, 
and was called to the bar in 1849. 

In 1869 he was appointed to the 
chancery division of the Ontario High 
Court and in 1875 was appointed to 
the newly constituted Supreme Court 
bench at Ottawa. In 1892 he suc- 
ceeded Sir William Ritchie as Chief 
Justice of Canada. In the following 
year he wus knighted, and in 1897 
he was made a member of the judi-! 
ciary committee of the Imperial Privy 
Couneil. He je survived by his wile, 
Lady Stroug.

Winnipeg, Aug. 31.—The organizing 
of the British science guild and the 
appointment of a committee in) Can- 
ada was discussed at a gathering ‘n 
the Chemical lecture room of Mani- 
toba university yesterday afternon. 
Among those present were: Prof. 
Perry, general treasurer of the Bri- 
tish Association; Prof. A. D. Waller, 
who acted as chairman of the meet- 
ing, Dr. H. T. Barnes, Dr. F. 
Perkin, secretary of the British Sci- 
ence Guild, Prof. Lynde, Dr. Bryce, 
Dr. J. B. Porter and Prof. Simpson. 

Prof. Pérry opened the meeting by 
giving a description of the objects 
of the Guild, and read some extracts 
from the third annual report of the 
British Science Guild held at, Man- 
sion house on June 22nd last under 
the presidency of the Lord Mayor of 
London. 

Briefly, these extracts emphasized 
und proved the importance and worth 
of a ‘Neientific attitude of mind to- 
ward all the world’s problems; the 
following being a significant passage: 
“It is now universally admitted inat 
these countries which most efficient- 
ly support their universities and 
technical schools wnere edutation of 
the highest class ean. be obtained 
the most readily with the lowest’ fees, 
are most in a position to command 
the markets of the world.” 

Prof. Perry remarked that the for- 
mation of the British Science Guild 
was the outcome of a desire to bring 
home to all classes the necessity of 
applying scientific treatment to af- 
fairs of all kinds. .

Socialist Bourtzeff Makes New Ac- 
cusations Against Russian Ruler 
—Says He Had Private Journal 
Giving Details of Russian Secret 
Police Onerations. ? 


Berlin, Sept. 1—wih one blow 


Bovrtyeff, the famous Russian revolu- 
tionary, has scattered to the winds, 
60 far as democratic Germany is con- 
cerned, what he describes as jor- 
ance, and therefore. innocence 
horrors committed oy the Russia 
secret police. 

In the) columns of the Sociaist 
journal, Vorwaerts, Bourtzeff publish- 
ed a facsimile of the front page «f 
what he declares to be one issue of 
a special handwritten newspaper is- 
sued only for the Czar’s information, 
and containing month by month the 
exact unvarnished details of all tne 
atrocities perpetrated by the Russian 
police in the Czar’s name. 

Further, this document bears the 
blue chalk marks said to be made by 
‘the Czar to show that he had read 
it. The marks are varyished over 
to preserve them against decay, and 
will be used to prove, when neces- 
sary, that the Czar knew and ap- 
preved the most atrocious measures 
taken by the police. Vorwaerts will 
publish the successive instalment:¥ 
of (Bourtzeff’s revelations as based 
on photographic reproductions of 
passages in this handwritten monthly 
record, which is officially known as 
the Journal of the Czar. 

Though several imprisonments 
handicapped him, Bourtzeff made, he 
declares acecruate studies of | many 
folios. of the journal. Upon these 
studies he will now base this series 
of revelations, regarding the Czar’s 
complicity in police rhethods, — re- 
velations which bid fair to hold the 
Russian monarch up to the execra- 
tion of the rest of the world. Bour- 
tzeff says: 

“Strikes, deportations, arrests, pur- 
suits, spying—all that eoncerns the

Lemieux Ac: Would Have Settled 
Fort William Difficulty—Men 
Did Noi Know It—Increase Re- 
commended to the Laborers— 


Men Censured for Leaving Work. 


Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 1.—In their re- 


port to the Minister of Labor, the 
board of conciliation and investiga- 
tion. which inquired into the diffi- 
culties at Fort William caused caus- 
ed a serious disturbance two weeks 
ago, said it would appear that the 


strike would not have occurred had 
the employees been aware Of re 
provisions of the Lemieux Ae 

soon as its provisions were meee 
known the workmen immediately 
availed themselves cf the services of 
the board. In their application fof 
the board the employees called for 
increased wages and abolition of 
‘onus system, 

The board in its report finds thut 
unskilled labor, such as is affected in 
this case, commands about 20 cents 
per hour. It’s report recommends 
that wages paid laborers employed 
at the C.P.R. freight sheds Fort 
William, should be 20’, cents per 
hour for day work and 234 cents per 
hour for night, these rates to be 
effective from August 16. Before the 
strike the men received 18 and 20 
cents. Respecting the cost of living 
at Fort William the board finds that 
it compares favorably wlbng other 
cities both east and wes 

As regards the compiaint em 
ployees that they had been sanidead 


to harsh treatment by the foramen, 
the board wasn’t furnished any evi- 
dence in aupport of it and rece ved 
assurance oi the company’s officials 
that they would not tolerate any un- 
warranted treatment, of the men if 
the sume was brought to their at 
tention.
